Fruit Growers' Exchange 


The Exchange shipped during the' 


year 9,191,143 boxes, which were sold 
for $16,891,489.95 net, or $1.84 per box 
f.o.b. California. There were no losses 
from failure to collect, or in the trans- 
mission of funds. 
Two 
employees 


went wrong and took some Exchange 
moneys, but both were adequately 
bonded and no loss was suffered by 
the Exchange. These cases show the 
necessity of carefully bonding, in suf- 
ficient amount, all employees who han- 
dle money, and of more frequent vis- 
its to, and a more careful supervision 
of all offices. The result will be still 
greater care and efficiency on the part 
of the Exchange, which will be the 
more easily accomplished through the 
several division managers recently ap- 
pointed, who will be in closer touch 
with their respective territories than 
was possible under the old system.

win estate for $250 per acre. In this 
short time the price has increased to 
$1250 per acre. The reason for the 
rapid increase in price is because of 
the development of water on the tract 
and the setting out of "Valencia or- 
anges, which is the high-priced sum- 
mer variety grown extensively in the 
Covina valley. 


The property lies directly south of 


Covina city about one mile, and is 
surrounded by about two hundred ac- 
res of young oranges that were plant- 
ed at the same time. The Bonita Vis- 
ta Water Company, of which Mr. Ben- 
nett was president, developed water 


on the property and put in a Pomona 
deep-well pump, which has been pump- 
ing SO inches of water. Recently the 
company began the building of a sim- 
ilar well, which will pump about the 
same amount of water. The shares in 
the pumping-plant are appurtenant to 
the land. 


This territory has become known as 


Valencia Heights, and for years was 
not considered possible for the growth 
of oranges, owing to the idea that 
water could not be developed. Since 
the well of the Bonita Vista Water 
Company was put down, there have 
been many other wells put into opera- 
tion. 


A significant fact in connection with 


the sale is that it was made to an 
orange grower of long practical ex- 
perience in the business. Mr. Thorpe 
is the owner of twenty acres of or- 
anges in Invindale, and has been a 
practical and scientific grower 
for 


years. He is president of the Covina 
Valley Farmers' Club. The increase in 
price on the property might otherwise 
have been looked upon with some 
doubt as to reason, if it was not for 
the fact, that this well-known Covina 
grower figures in the transaction. Mr. 
Humiston is a wealthy property-owner 
in Long' Beach, formerly a resident of 
Minnesota. He has a fine residence in 
the beach city, but has stated that, ho 
intends to build a home on his Covina 
property. Mr. Humiston also purchas- 
ed a month ago ten acres in this same 
locality, this being bare land, which 
he will plant to Valencia oranges this 
fall. The price paid Avas $6250.

Horticultural Inspector James Hod- 


ges of Covina returned last week from 
the regular meeting of the inspectors 
held in the offices of the county hor- 
ticultural commissioner, and brought 
with him the warning that the "mealy 
bug," well known as a dangerous foe 
to plant life, is very prevalent in the 
nurseries and hot-houses in Los An- 
geles city. 


Mr. Hodges says that the danger 


from the mealy bug was a consider- 
able topic of discussion, and that the 
matter was seriously considered as 
as a menace to the citrus growers of 
the country. The mealy bug has been 
found in alarming quantities in some 
of the commercial places of business 
where potted plants and cut flowers 
are sold. While it is a fact that every 
express and freight package that en- 
ters Covina is carefully inspected by 
the local inspectors, and fumigated 
or condemned if it is found necessary, 
Mr. Hodges says that it is impossible 
to keep track of the potted plants, 
ferns and other plants that are brought 
out on the cars by individuals, and he 
considers this a distinct menace, as 
there seems to be no doubt but that 
tlie city of Los Angeles is infested 
with the mealy bug pest. 


The mealy bug is easily transfer- 


rable from hot-house plants to the cit- 
nis trees, which makes it a Janger- 
ous matter. 


"The purchase of a twenty-fice cent 


plant, covered with mealy bugs, and 
brought into the Covina valley, may 
make thousands of dollars difference 
to the Covina grower," said Mr. Hod- 
ges yesterday. 


A canvas has been made of the nur- 


series of Lordsburg, San Dimas and 
Pomona, and it is found that these 
establishments are entirely free from 
this pest. 
The nurserymen in this 


part of the valley cater largely to the 
citrus grower, and ther are fully aware 
that all stock must be kept scrupulous- 
ly clean. 
The inspection in the cit- 


rus districts also has been much more 
rigid than that carried on in Los An- 
geles city.
